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Iris in the highest degree satisfactory 
to find that the powerfal influence 
which overthrew the Peking convention 
is being again exerted, to secure the 
proper attention of Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment to the serious import of the 
massacre of Tientsin. The report which 
reached us by last mail, of ptoceedings 
at the meeting held in London to con- 
sider the subject, shows that itis fally 
understood and is being ably deait 
with. Sufficient information had reach- 
ed England on the 14th September to 
enable men acquainted with China to 
perceive the gravity of the crisis; and 
we hardly needed to peruse the able 
and temperate speeches of Messrs. 
Hodgson, Gilmanand Magniac, to assure 
us that our interests would be safo in 
their hands. The cirenmstances under 
which the Tientsin massacre took place 
—the absence of foreign gun-vessel 
from the port, and the non-interference 
of the Chinese troops which were at 
hand, pointed clearly to the inference 
that the lives and property of Foreign 
residents in China are inseeurely guard- 
ed, and suggested to the meeting, as a 
first step, the duty of urging upon Her 
Majesty’s Ministers the necessity for 
providing more adequate protection. A 
resolution to this effect was at once 


passed, and a deputation. comprising | 


‘Messrs. Hodgson, Maguia2, White, Gil- 





man and Gibb, waited upon Lord 
Granville the following day, to urgo 
the matter upon his attention. With= 
out giving any definite answer to 
their representation, Lord Granville 
expressed himself strongly in regard 
to the barbarity of the outrage; said 
that instructions had been seut to H. 
B. M. Chargé d’Affaires to support the 
reclamation of the French Government ; 
and asked the depntation to embody in 
aletter the views which they had ex- 
pre This request was at once com- 
plied with. On the 15th September, 
Mr, Alexander Matheson addressed to 
the Foreign Secretary the able des- 
patch which we xeprint—shewing tho 
deliberate pre-arrangement of the out 
rage, the extent of the corispiracy which 
prompted it, and the widespread mani- 
festations of hostility against foreigners 
which had been excited by its influence. 
Opportunity was taken to blame the 
yielding policy which has been pursued 
of late by the British Government 5 
aid especially to condemn the foolish 
despatch which so hampers the action 
of Naval Officers in China, that they 
are virtually prohibited from lauding 
to protect the lives and property which 
they are sent ont here to gaard. A let- 
ter from the “Times” correspondent at 
Shanghai, giving practical point to the 
inconvenience of these instructions, 
arrived opportuuely to exhibit their 
error, and we hope shortly to learn, 
asa first practical result of the Lon- 
don meeting, that orders allowing a 
wider discretion have superseded the 
present tissue of restrictions. 
loformation which bas been subse- 
quently poured in from China, will more 
and more confirm the London Associa- 
tion in the view they at first expressed, 
aud wetrust they will pursue their efforts 
to bring about a thorough readjnst- 
ment of Foreign relations with China, 
‘Phe prolonged delay in reparation for 
the outrage at ‘Tientsin; the occarrence 
of others, though less serious, in other 
parts of the country; the frequent ap- 
pearance of hostile placards, and tho 
de-spread symptoms of hostility 
which they excited—all show a state 
of affairs eminently unsatisfactory end 
claiming the serious consideration of 
Western Statesmen. 1n fact, a8 wo 
have said before, the whole ques 
tion of oar Chinese policy needs re- 
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adjustment. The treaty of Tientsin 
remains to be revised; the audience 
question remains to be settled, and we 
hope that the London merchants will 
persist until they have induced Her 
‘Majesty's Government to give the sub- 
ject the thorough attention which the 
magnitude of British interests demands. 
We have over and ovor again urged 
how impossible it is that our political 
relations should be‘satisfactory, with 
a Roler who starts from the false 
assamption that he is our heaveu-born 
suzerain; and the explosion, once for 
all, of this ridiculous fallacy will pave 
the way fora more liberal policy in 
the questions of commercial intercourse, 
which are now interpreted by the 
Peking Government as greatly to the 
disadvantage of China as of Western 
nations. 





Summary of Hews. 


In our last issue, we mentioned the ar 
rival, at the time of going to press, of the 
French mail of September 18th. She 
brought telegrams reporting severe fighting 
before Paris, where the French appear to 
have gained some advantage. The Prus- 
sians have scige guns in position. Vigorous 
sorties have been made from Metz, The 
garrison of Bitsche holds out successfully. 
‘The plebiscitum at Rome has resulted in 
an almost unanimous vote for annexation 
tothe kingdom of Italy. Uncertain re- 
ports are given of armament by Russia, 
and of a disposition on her part to oppose 
annexation of French territory to Prussia. 
Garibaldi had arrived at Tours. 

The American mail of Oct. 1st, arrived 
on the 5th. The English mail of Septem- 
ber 25th is hourly expected. 

The P. & 0. steamer Ottawa leaves to- 
morrow, with a homeward mail. 

The following ships have arrived during 
the fortnight :—Aureola, Puget Sound ; Erl 
King, London. 

And the fcllowing have sailed :—Alice, 
Tamerlane and Jumna London; N. B. 
Palmer, Morro Castle and Anglo-Saxon, New 
York ; Forcade dela Roquette and Felix, 
Saigon. 

One half of the Community has been up 
country shooting, during the past week, 
and the remainder has been intent on the 
Shanghai Races ; so that our local news is 
rather limited. ‘The weather has not been 
very favourable for the meeting—bright 
but with cold wind on the first, overcast 
on the second, and raw and rainy on the 
third and fourth days. The attendance 
atthe Grand Stand under these circum- 
stances was not very lange ; but the racing 
is generally admitted to have been quite 
up to muster. 

‘Ata meeting of members of the Gymna- 
sium held last night, it was agreed to hold 
the approaching meeting for Athletic Sports 
on the 26th instead of the 16th of the pre- 
sent month. 

The French Circus troupe, whose arrival 
across Siberia we mentioned very lately, 
has recovered from its fatigues sufficiently 
to commence its performances. These are 








well spoken of, and have been well attended. 
The chief features we observed were the 
fine training of several of the horses and 
the excellence of the riding and trapeze 
performances. The Circus is well appoint 
ed generally, and has exceedingly comfort 
able accommodation, considering the tem- 
porary character of the structure. 

‘The steamer Lismore, in coming upthe 
Yangtsze during Tuesday night, ran on the- 
well known old wreck of a junk, near the red 
buoy. It was low water when she went on, 
and as the tide rose, her stern rose with it, 
but her bow remained fixed in the wreck. 
The water has since made its way into her 
after compartments and she has sunk com- 
pletely. Endeavours were made to raise her 
by passing chains underneath her, but they 
have had to be temporarily given up, in con- 
sequence of the heavy weather ; and the 
wreck has been advertised for sale as it now 
lies. This loss of time is unfortunate, as 
she will of course settle deeper in the mud, 
and it will become more difficult to raise 
her. We think it is high time that, con- 
sidering the immense revenue derived from 
the trade of the harbour, something were 
done to remove the very dangerous impe- 
diment which has caused the mishap. 

We hear that H. M. S. Zebra is to go to 
Foochow, and isto be relieved here by 
the Hornet, 

Among our Law Reports will be found 
particulars of an inquest into the death of a 
Chinese named"Hoo-a-kow, who was ac- 
cidentally shot by aforeigner named Ross. 
‘The latter has been committed for trial. 

‘A second unfortunate accident happened 
this morning, at the Rifle Butts. One of 
the men of H. M. Zebra, accidentally dis- 
charged his rifle, and killed a Chinaman 
on the spot. 

The last Municipal report informs us, 
that a new iron bridge is on its way 
to replace the inconvenient pyramid which 
now spans the Hongkew creek ; that a fence 
has at last been made, to protect drunken 
sailors and run-away ponies from the 
‘Yang-king-pang creek ; that mile-stones are 
being erected, for the benefit of athletes 
who wish to train on the Bubbling Well 
and Sikawei roads, and that the usual 
struggles are going on with jetties, firewells, 
drains and Municipal buildings. But the 
most weighty paragraph of the report is 
that which invites sanction to the purchase 
of thevaluable estate knownas the Kungping 
corner. The founders of the Settlement com- 
mitted the error of making our roads too nar- 
row, never anticipating the increase and mul- 
tiplication of brokers’ traps till they beeamea 
perpetual menaceto pedestrians and asource 
ofno small dangerto each other. The Coun- 


cil have tried to remedy the defect as far j 


as possible, by rounding off corner walls ; 
and many land-owners have readily permit 
ted the slight infringement on the corners of 
their compound, which this process in- 
volved. Mr. Hanbury, as Messrs. Sykes 
and Schwabe’s attorney, of course assumed 
that they would follow the liberal ex- 
ample. The Municipal Council were allow- 
ed to cut off the eighteen feet they required, 
from the comer of the compound on which 
his hong stands, in anticipation of their as- 
sent ; but now, instead of this assent, he 
receives instructions todemand the “res: 








titution of the rightful boundary of the 
said land, and the rebuilding and restora- 
tion, ina fit and proper manner, of the 
boundary walls thereof.” And all this is 
about 18 square feet which it was desired 
to‘eut off the compound, to obviate the 
sharp turn at the junction of two busy 
streets. It must have cost as much as the 
land is worth, to get hold of the legal 
phraseology in which the demand is couch- 
ed. The Council treat the matter fittingly, 
by suggesting that the Municipality should 
purchase this important territory. Its value 
is about Tis. 14.

From Fooctow we learn that a large 
business has been lately done in tea 
for London and considerable purchases 
made for Australia, The settlements of 
Congou and Sonchong were 33,472 chests— 
the arrivals to market 17,557.

An interesting ceremony was held in 
the British Church of St. John the Evan- 
gelist at Haxkow, on Friday, October 28th. 
‘The Rt. Rev. Dr. Williams, Missionary 
Bishop of the American Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, held an ordination at the 
Church at 11 o’clock a.m. The Rev. W. 
J. Boone, son of the late Bishop Boone of 
Shanghai, and the Rev. Yung-king-yon 
were “ordered” priests by the Bishop, 
assisted by his clergy, the Revds, A. 0, 
Hohing and S. Hoyt, of Wuchang. 
‘A sermon was preached by the Rev. A. 
©. Hohing, after the morning service had 
been read, and a kind of charge was given 
by him to the two Deacons, standing up in 
the usual form. The service proceeded in 
the usual way, and the sacrament was duly 
partaken of. Perhaps the most interesting 
scene of all was that at the close, when the 
Rev. A. C. Hohing administered the sncra- 
ment, in the vernacular, to the Chinese 
members of their church. Few persons 
were present, owing to some alteration in 
the time of the service. Otherwise, the 
choir would have attended to perform a 
choral service. 

From Jaran we have reports of various 
damages sustained by shipping during a 
late typhoon. The British barque “Mary 
Miller,” from Newchwang lost all three of 
her masts, and the water rose several feet 
in her hold, Eventually she was towed 
into port by the French war steamer 
“Dupleix.” The British barque ‘ Mins- 
trel” has ‘also been dismasted, and the 
British schooner ‘Rantipole” was strand- 
ed in Odawarra Bay and it is feared that 
the whole or part of the crew have been 
lost. The “ Akindo,” from Hakodate w}s 
also totally wrecked in the same place. 
‘The Japanese steamer C. J. Textor has 
been sold to Messrs. Walsh Hall & Co. 
Ensign Wedge of the Xth Regt. ac- 
cidentally shot himself while cleaning a 
revolver.

‘TIENTSIN DIFFICULTY. 
Count pz Rocnecuovaar has courtecus- 
ly communicated, to the Chamber of 
Commerce, full information respecting 
the late action of the Chinese Govern- 
ment in regard to the Tientsin diffi- 
culty, and the position at which nego- 
cintions stand, in consequence, The 
despatches which have been made 
public, confirm the information that 
had previously reached us, and justify 
our complaint of the unsatisfactory na- 
tare of the settlement offered. ‘Twenty 
of the rioters have been condemned to 
death ; Tis, 250,000 are to be paid as 
indemnity for the lives lost, ‘Tis. 210,000 
a8 compensation for the losses caused ; 
and the Prefect and Magistrate and 
twenty-four other of the rioters are 
exiled to the Amoor. The French 
Chargé d’Affaires “neither approves 
nor disapproves of this programme, 
which is not his own, but which, how- 
ever has been carried into effect. The 
Chinese Government has, at his request, 
sont Chunghow as Ambassador to 
Franco; and Count de Rochechouart 
canuot, pending the issue of this mis- 
sion, prejudgo tho final decision of his 
Government.” The caso is then ex- 
actly as we had previously stated it; 
tho Chinese have decided what repara- 
tion they will make, and take their 
stand by the terms offered. ‘There can 
be little doubt that, if more is required, 
forco will be necessary to obtain it. 

We havo already remarked that tho 
rettloment appears, to us, unsatisfac- 
tory, not only in the nature of its terms, 
bat in the mode of their fulfilment. 
‘The principle of life for life, to which 
‘Tseng-kwo-fan moro than once referred 
in the the course of negociations, has 
evidently been adopted in assessing the 
reparation. ‘Twenty foreigners were 
murdered ; twenty Chinese shall be 
executed—for it is not to be supposed 
that these men were the ouly men, ont 
of that vast crowd, who imbrued their 
bands in Mood, white the others stood 

, quiet though approving spectators. 
Twenty men have been elected, who 
were willing to sell themselves for the 
Tis, 500 offered; a certain number, 
more are sentenced to exile, probably 
on the same condition ; aud we have a 
total of forty-four men punished for 
atrocities in which hundreds—thou- 
sands—participated. But, more import- 
ant than this rale and com 
of adjudication is the neuti 
the sontence, as a punishment, by the 
mode of its execution. Sixteen mon, 
it is known, have been actually be- 
headed; tho remaining four await 
the investigation of the Russian Con- 
sul into the fact of their concern in the 
murder of the three Russian subjects. 
But the culprits—we will assume that 
they are really such—were treated not 
as malefactors but as martyrs, They 
were feasted before execution, they 
went to the block dressed as for a fes- 
tival, and a price has been paid 
to their families, as compensation 
for their death, It is customary in 
China—we have nothing to do with 
the merits of the practice—to expose 
the heads of malefactors in cages, 
and to bury their bodies in a oom- 
mon pit; ‘bub neither practice was 






























observed in the present case ; friends 
were allowed to remove the remains, 
which were laid in state, at their respec- 
tive homes. It is even said that a 
memorial temple has been spoken of, 
in honor of their sacrifice. We repeat, 
therefore, that even if the-enquiry and 
sentence had been searching aud ex- 
haustive, the effect would have been 
completely neutralised, by the circam- 
stances which were permitted to at- 
tend its execution, Whatever idea of 
ponishment may bare entered into the 
imperial edict, none such was present at 
the Tientsin execation ground, where 
the culprits were regarded and treated 
as patriots and martyrs. 

Bat the unsatisfactory nature of the 
settlement acquires strength as we 
roceed ; for we could better have over- 
jooked complete impunity of the rioters, 
than elusion of the officials who insti- 
gated and countenanced their crime. 
Prince Kung’s despatch verifies all that 
we have previously said, as to the view 
which would be taken of the conduct 
of these chief criminals. They are held 
guilty only of incapacity to prevent the 
riot, and their complicity is frankly 
denied. We will quote the words of 
the document. “On the 15th October 
“gppeared a decree by which the Em- 
“peror, considering that the Prefect 
“and Sab-Prefect of Tioutsin had taken 
“no measure capable of. preventing 
“that which occurred between the 
“people and the Christians, and had 
“been subsequently unable to arrest 
“the guilty, gave his approbation to 
“the proplant (for their: degradation 
“and trial by the Board of Panishments) 
“which was submitted to him. In 
“ consequence, Tseng-kwo-fanand others 
“drew up the indictment of these two 
“ degraded fanctionaries, and sentthem 
“under guard to the Hing-poo, which 
“ proposed to the Emperor to apply the 
 panishmentluid down in the clause :— 
“© Criminalinsarrection of the populace, 
“incapacity of the territorial authori- 
“ ties to repress disorder and to pro- 
“tect’—that is to say, removal from 
“ office, a panishment which, in view of 
“the gravity of the case, is supple- 
“ mented by exile and compulsory labour 
« with thearmy of thefrontier. * * * The 
“ above-named Prefect and Sub-Profect 
“ were responsible in their respe 
« districts, but they nevertheless proved 
« themselves unable to prevent the po- 
“ pulation of Tientsin from rising en 
* masse, and committing the deeds 
“which took place. It is thus that 





















“the malefactors were able to put | Magi 


“ everything to fire and sword, and to 
“kill ‘many people ; moreover, as an 
“ sageavating circumstance, they did 
« not arrest the guilty so quickly as cir- 
“ cumstances demanded. Chang-kwang 
“tsao and Liu-kie are therefore con 
“demned to be banished to the river 
“Amoor, to expiate their crime by 
“hard labour, ** [ will remind you, 
“on this subject, that it was established 
“by the investigation of the Viceroy 
“Tseng and others, that the events at 
“Tientsin originated in the credit 
“ which the people of Tientsin gave to 
“certain fables, and are not the result 
“of the instigation of the local 
“authorities.” “The whole gist of 
their case, and the ground for dissatis- 








faction with their sentence, lie in the 
view which is here taken of their orime, 


Had they only been guilty of incapacity, 
as the Board of Puuishments declare, 
the sentence of exile would have been 
fully adequate and just; it is because 
they were guilty in a far higher degree, 
that it must be regarded as unsatis: 
factory and insufficient. We can un- 
derstand how difficult it is for for- 
eigners to supply to unwilling judges 
convincing proof of guilt which was 
necessarily rather surreptitious than 
overt ; but amply sufficient points have 
come to light, to convince any unpre- 
judiced observer that evidence might 
lave been elicited by earnest investi- 
gation. Apart from the points sketch- 
edin the memorandum addressed by 
Count Rochechouart to the Tsung-li 
Yamén, we have the proclamations of 
the two officials, expressing indigna- 
tion with the employers of kidnappers 
who never existed, aud which could 
only be interpreted to apply to the 
Missionaries, against whom popular 
feeling had been already excited; 
we have the current assertion of the 
rioters that they had official coun- 
tenance for their proceedings ; we have 
the fans representing the Sub-Prefect as 
Present at the riot, and we have na- 
tive statements that he encouraged 
the proceedings. We have in short the 
detailed and connected evidence given 
by Messrs. Hall and Lees, the facts 
related by M. de Rochechouart, the re- 
ports collected by M. Courtris, beside 
® mass of varied circumstantial evi- 
dence. But the Government would 
not, or dared uot, entertain a char; 
which involved the extreme punish- 
ment; and the abortive compromise that 
we record, is the unvatiafactory rooult, 
‘We cannot pass on, without express- 
ing our regret at M. de Rochechonart’s 
admission that Changhow goes to P 
at his request. Without going over, 
again, ground which has been xo often 
trodden, we may briefly say that cir- 
cumstantial evidence is so strong of 
Chunghow’s foreknowledge of the pro- 
jected riot; the impossibility is so patent 
‘of such a plot being publicly hatohed 
without his cognisauce, and the faot is 
so glaring that he did not lift a finger 
to prevent the massacre, that a demand 
for his trial under the Penal Clause by 
which the two Magistrates have been 
condemned, would bave seemed more 
appropriate than a request that he 
should be sent to Paris to explain 
case to the French Government. We 
do not believe Chunghow guilty of 
conspiracy in tho same sense as tho 
strates’; but the inference is irre- 
sistible that he must have known what 
was brewing; and the clause under 
the magistrates have eluded 
their just punishment seems precisely 
appli¢able to his case. We have 
sistently affirmed that a change of the 
scene of negociation from Peking to 
Paris, would be a grave political mis- 
fortune; aud we regret that M. do 
Rochechouart did not oppose, and ad- 
vise his Government to oppose, the 
projected mission. The Chinese Go- 
vernment, calculating from the premiss 
of Mr. Burlingame’s success, no doubt 
expect much from Chunghow’s diplo- 
macy ; bat they shoald have selected an 
Ambassador free from the taint of 
suspicion which the most lenient ate 
mont must admit attaches to this hig

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Pririce Kung's curt exculpation of 
Chen-kwo-jui— It_is by chance that 
General Chen-kwo jui was at Tientsin ; 
this officer was ill’ and travelling, he 
had no hand in what passed,” is still 
more unsatisfactory. We have evi- 
dence that he was present at the bridge 
when the mob crossed over to attack 
the establishment of the Sisters of Cha- 
rity, and. the declaration of native 
witnesses that.he encouraged them to 
“burn and kill.” He is connected cir- 
cumstantially, in a remarkable way, 
with the appearance of placards, i 
Kiangnan and Kiangpeh, which nem 
Jed to similar results here as in Chill 
Tu fact, in his case as in that of Chung: 
how, there is sufficient prima facie evi- 
dence to justify a demand for judicial 
investigation, in which members of the 
Foreign Legation at Peking should be 
associated, to obviate all suspicion of 
bad faith,’ Holding as we do that the 
Tientsin outrage was the: offspring of 
a conspiracy in which high. officials 
wore leading members, we cannot but 
view with grave concern the elusion of 
all those to whose implication cireum- 
stances so strongly point, while for- 
eigners are asked tobe content with 
the execution, of a few rowdies and 
with the payment of monies which they 
will themselves have to contribute. 

For let us glance atthe terms of 
Prince Kung’s despatch, in regard to 
this monetary indemnity, “ It has been 
“ decided that a sum of Tis. 250,000 
“shall. be paid as indemnity, which, 
“ ander the arrangements of the Mini 
“ ter of Finance, your Excellency can 
“receive from the Customs Adminis- 
« tration of Kiangnan and Kwantung, 
* to divide it subsequently between the 
“ families-of.. Consul Fontanier, the 
“ otherFunctionariesand themerchants. 
“ The Church will receive that which 
“ belongs to it. I received on the 12th 
“instant your despatch informing me 
“that the ‘material losses sustained by 
“ thereligiousestablishments,and others, 
“ reached the sum of Tis. 210,000. The 
“ Hoo-poo has already desided that 
“the payment of this reimbursement 
“ shall be made by tho Maritime Cus- 
« toms of Tientsiv.” At the ontset of 
the negociation, we urged, among other 
points, that whatever pecuniary com. 
pensation was exacted, should be levied, 
as a punishment, from the city of Tient- 
sin, But we find, here, a mulet laid on 
the Customs revenues of Shanghai and 
Cunton for the larger, half, and on 
those of Tientsin for the smaller half 
of the sum assessed. We can hardly 
doubt that ‘the local authorities will 
take care to. reimburse. themselves by, 
an additional le-zin squeeze, which will 
indirectly’ affect foreign goods—and all 
will be happily arranged. 

From every point of view, therefore, 
we cannot but regard the whole pro- 
posed settlement, as unsatisfactory’ and 
inadequate; and we have confidence 
that the majority of the Foreign Minis- 
ter at Peking will share the views 
which we strongly express, There is 
adegree of plausibility about Prince 
Kung’s despatches which sheds a halo, 
at tho first glance, over the terms 
which he sets forth. Buta brief analy. 
sis only is needed, to reveal their in- 
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trinsic inadequacy. 
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THE COTTON CROP AND STEAM CARRIAGE. 


Norwirnsraxpixe that the unusually 
long prevalence of Southerly and 
Westerly winds has increased the tem- 
perature of the present autumn con- 
siderably above the average, and has 
at the same time increased the pre- 
valence of fevers and other diseases, 
the people of this Province have been 
fortunate in other respects. Seldom 
has so productive a harvest been known, 
taking the usual products of the soil ; 
and never bas, in all probability, the 
yield of cotton, in proportion to the 
extent cultivated, been so great. The 
absence of great heat or of high tides 
daring the summer, and the loug con- 
tinuauce of dry warm weather in the 
autumn have both tended to this end, 
while not only is tho cotton crop large 
in quantity but excellent in quality. As 
a natural consequence of this state of 
affairs, the roads into the Settlements 
have presented, in the early moi 
a curicus appearance. Train after train 
of coolies carrying enormous bales of 
cotton, slang on bamboos across their 
shoulders, pass aloug the country 
roads, beginning their monotonous “ le 
haw” long before the sun bas appeared 
over the horizon. The cotton mer- 
chants’ stores aro crammed with the 
article being compressed into sacks for 
exportation, while cartloads are to be 
seen passing the buad at all hours of the 
day. Never, since tho cotton famine 
in Europe ledi to a forced trade in 
1962.64, has sach a quantity of cotton 
passed through Shanghai. At present, 
with the Jow prices prevailing, the 
great rendezvous of the surplus stock 
has been the Kin-le-yuen wharf. Day 
after day have the S.$.N. Co.'s steamers 
been leaving, piled as fall as the use 
of every available space could make 
them. “Floods'in the upper Yangtszo 
have for the last three years inter- 
fered seriously with the growth of cot- 
ton in the ceutral provinces, so that 
this unusual crop in Kiangsa has not 
come too soon to relieve the require- 
ments of the interior. Probably even 
@ Chinese statesman could be made to 
pereeive, in such a case, the advantages 
which a quick and ready means of com- 
munication offers, in equalising the wants 
of a country. The inhabitants of Hupeh 
get the cotton of Kiangsv, not only 
early in the season, in time to prepare 
their winter clothing, but at a cheaper 
ratethan it could belaiddown in the old- 
fashioned junk. The people of Kiangsu, 
on the other hand, sell their goods in 
an active market, and reap at once the 
benefit of the good harvest which now 
they: can turn to immediate profitable 
account, Both sides are pleased and 
advantaged, while the owners of the 
steamers have also their profit quickly 
and securely. 

We will: suppose for a moment 
that the whole of the river were open 
to steamers, to call and trade. Not only 
Kiangsu would derive the full benefit 
from the good crop of cotton, but 
Kiangpeh would also come in for the 
additional profit. represented by the 
cost of carriage to Shanghai or Chiu- 
kiang, as well as the advantage to be 
gained by areadier market. As it is, 
Kinngsu derives nearly all the benefit, 











the other equally productive country | 


being shut out by the enhanced cost of 
carriage. Again, many places nearly 





adjacent to the river Yangtsze_ require 
cotton, for their winter's use,.as badly 
as Hankow or Kinkiang, yet-they must 
pay the extra cost of carriage from 
one or other of those places, be- 
sides having to. wait till their bet- 
ter supplied neighbours aro. helped, 
and, even after that, while slow native 
junks are conveying the article to 
their doors. It is well known that 
never were the inhabitants of the dis- 
triots adjacent to the Great River in 
worse plight, yet the very things which 
they need for their comfort, aud almost 
for their existence, pass remorselessly by 
their doors. ‘They can see the cotton 
passing, piled up in bales on deck ; yet 
they have to wait till it gets to a treaty 
port, is landed, paysliconce duty, barrier 
duty, and all ‘the other charges which 
car be heaped on it, aud after all this 
be further delayed by travelling in a 
slow craft which canon an average 
make about 60 lia day, before they can 
reap the advantage to be derived. 

Suppose, again, the case to be re- 
versed. ‘They have had a good. harvest, 
their yards and storehouses. are 
overflowing with beans, with hemp 
and with rice. Five mivutes might put . 
these on board a steamer which would 
carry them to a good market in Kiang- 
sn, where perhups there has been 
a scarcity, As it is ab present, they 
must reverse the operation; the produce, 
must be sent to Hunkow,. Kiukiaug or 
Chinkiang, must wait while the slow. 
boats arecarrying it, must be. exposed to 
all the chaucesof bad weather, of wreck 
and accident of all sorts, must pay. at 
each place heavy taxes, and. at last, 
when it does reach Shanghai, perhaps 
Japan or Cauton has been able to. send 
the goods quicker and cheaper. 

Now we would ask the Chinese 
ly, who gains by this style of doing 
Business? It cannot be .the farmer, 
who does not, meet a ready, market for, 
his goods. It cannot be the merchant, - 
who exchanges, certain profit for the 
chance of heavy loss., It, cannot be 
the consumer, who has to .pay-in, the 
long ran for this delay’ and all, these, 
expenses. It cannot be. the. govern- 
ment who, by making the tariff, too, 
high, and by checking the carriage, of 
the goods, really reduce their. own 
takings, . Nor, finally, can it, be,,,.th 
juukimen, who would ‘find much better, 
moployment and much quicker. .pay, . 
in carrying a large amount of produce'a, 

way to or from the, steam 
than in slowly and listlessly conveying, 
at the lowest possible, rates, a very. émi ut 
quantity of it iideed, to long diatances, 
from home. If then uo, one can gain 
an advantage from the present, system,.

We would hail the appearance, in Lone: 
don, of a well-informed magazine..de«: 
voted, to China and those portions afy 
| the Far East. with which, :Chinese:may 
| be said socially and ethuologically to,.be 
connected, namely Burma, Siam, and. 
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Cambodia, Japan and Corea, The ap- 
pearance of a candidate for public 
favour, in the shape of a magazine edit- 
ed by Professor Summers, aud enti- 
tled The Phanir, is therefore an event 
of some interest. We have now the 
first number before us, but wo are 
sorry to have tostate that it affords no 
promise of meeting the object we have 
suggested above, aud that its very in- 
troductory address is mainly composed 
of a repetition of the old fallacies, 
which for so many years have been 
flaunted before us, by those who endea- 
voured to throw dust in our eyes re- 
garding our relations with the Chinese 
empire. Mainly, then, we arc told we 
kuow nothing of China, its history, lan- 
aage, religion and geography; its 
ay have bane indeed delineated, 
but for the rest we aro dependent on 
the vecords of a few travellers, “ Marco 
Polo, the English and Datch Embassies 
king, Da Halde, Hac and Gabet 
Now from a man situated as is 
Professor Summers, wo have reason to 
expect a little more extended know- 
ledge of what really has been accom- 
plished in China; we might have look- 
ed forward to some acknowledgment of 
books like Mr. Oliphant’s description 
of Peking and the Yangtsze valley, or 
Captain Blakiston’s travels in Hupeh 
and Szechuen; not to omit the elabor- 
ate reports published yearly by the 
Commissioners of Customs, aud the 
very remarkable report on the com- 
merce and productions of the west of 
China, by the delegates of tho Cham- 
ber.of Commerce. The journals of the 
North-China Branch ofthe Asiatic Socie- 
ty abound in papers illustrating these 
subjects ; while recently, Mr. Wylie bas 
been’ describing, in the Geographical 
Society, and almost within earsbot of 
Professor. Summers, his return from 
the capital of Szecbuen by the head 
wators of the Hau. The geology of the 
country, again, has been worked out by 
men like Kingsmill and Richthofen, 
and a basis may now be considered as 
having been fixed for future observers. 
Tho latter geologist has travelled 
through the interior from Canton to 
Peking, lias explored the Yangtze val- 
ley; has traversed large portionsof Shan- 
and Shingking, and to geological

With all these 
results, except the last, Professor Sam- 
mers hid fall’ opportunity of becom- 
ing acquainted ; and certainly should, 
ng & magnzine on the basis 
entire want of knowledge of 
China, have been ina position to quote 
later anthorities than the somewhat da- 
8 pages of the garrulous Abbé Hue. 
The fuct is that wedo know a vast deal 
about the interior of China, politically, 
socially and commercially. | Few if any 
of the large cities have by visited, 
1 the Jast few years, by men of 
ability to tarn their observations to 
recount. Even far distant Szechuen 
has been largely explared, the Admir- 
alty charts of the. Great River have 
been completed as far ax Kwei-foo, 
thin the province ; Blakiston’s 
charts extend to the limits of China 
Proper. Cooper, by a different ronte, 
penetrated into Thibet as far as Ta- 
nloo. The French exploring. ex- 
Pedition came through the heart of 





















































Yunnan. Mongolia is traversed almost 
daily by lines of couriers. The most 
fertile portions of Manchuria are well 
known, and described by Williamson 
and Macpherson. The lower portion 
of the Yellow River has been surveyed 
by private enterprise, an undertaking 
which would have been continued up 
to its head waters, had the results 
shown any prospect of being able to 
navigate the stream. The Poyang 
lake and its tributaries have been ex- 
plored and mapped ; ashas also been to 
aless extent the great Tungting lake 
in Hunan. Every article of produce 
has been carefully enquired into, the 
centres of distribution noted, the phy- 
sical features described, and the earth 
itself raked to seek information as to 
its geological structure, There is in 
fact reason to believe that not one im- 
portant market, nor one important pro- 
duct, yet remains to be discovered east 
ofaline passing through Shénsi, Sze- 
chuen, Kweichow and Kwangsi. Near- 
ly the’ same may be said of its mineral 
productions; the limits of the coal and 
iron fields are sufficiently well known 
to form an opinion of their relative 
productiveness ; and although nothing 
may be said to have been done in the 
exploration of other mineral veins, 
sufficient preliminary information has 
been gained to guide the pioneer. 
Socially and politically, ourknowledge 
has increased in like proportion. Few 
or none of the leading statesmen of 
China have escaped contact with us. 
Four of the open ports are either at or 
1 close juxtaposition to the great pro- 
vincial centres of Government,—Woo- 
chang, Nanking, Foochow and Canton. 
Our legation at Peking brings us daily 
in contact with some of the high offi- 
i nt, which, 
feeble till maintaius a nominal 
sovereignty over the Empire, Our 
Consular service numbers mer who 
have made the literature of China, 
ancient and modern, their especial 
study. The few grains of reason which 
are to be found in the range of Chinese 
history have been eagerly sought for 
by men like Mayers; while, among the 
junior members of the service, we notice 
‘an increased spirit of enquiry. 
like Medburst and Swinhoe, intimately 
acquainted with the character and 
Innguage of the people,—the latter 
a naturalist of no mean stunding— 
mast not be forgotten, nor ean a botanist 
like Hana be passed over unnoticed. 
Outside the pale of the service, such 
men as Legge and J have to be 
noticed, as having devoted themselves 
more expecially to the ethical side of 
the Chinese character; while Edkins 
hins been foremost in the attempt to

‘TIENTSIN. 


FL B. M. Chargé d’Affaires has again re- 
quested the English Missionaries to send 
in their estimate of losses sustained during 
the riot of the 21st June; and they must 
of course obey his behest, under penalty of 
losing their claim. ‘The American Mission 
premises are already being rebuilt, and 
details of other losses sustained by that 
mission, have been submitted. A ques- 
tion which may involve somo difficulty 
in this case, is that of compens 
to converts. Many of these

been completely ruined. Not only has 


their property been destroyed, but they 
have Bectme marked men,’ whom no one 
will employ. Some have had to leave the 
place in search of work ; others aro livin 
with their friends. All have sustaine 
heavy loss in various ways, and are clearly 
entitled to the support of Foreign Minis- 
ters in their claim for compensation ; other- 
wise, the permission given by the treaty, 
to preach and practice Christianity, may be 
at any time neutralised, by persecution of 
converts. For we know how much consider 
ation these poor people are li ely to get, 
if left to their own Authorities. In this, a8 
in every other matter connected with the 
outbreak, the Chineso will do only what 
they are made to do, Setting aside a few 
iy words in the Imperial edict, there 
seems to have been no sense of right, nor 
idea of punishment in the matter. What 
has been done, has been done in deference 
to the heavy pressure brought to bear. 
Certain men have been executed, not be- 
cause they were guilty, but because for- 
cigners would have united to punish 0 
Aagrantapolitical crime, had they beenallow- 
ed to go free ; and the two prime instigators 
of the riot getoff with nominal sentences, 
which no one believes will be put in force. 
Chen-kwwo-jui, ono of the leading members 
of the anti-foreign conspiracy, escapes alto- 
er—his presence and his implication in 
the matter being alike denied. The feeble 
Government dare not touch him, because 
he is popular for his reputed bravery, and 
because it is feared his 10,000 Honan 
braves would resent his punishment. 
You know that he holds the honorary 
position of Colonel of the Emperor's 
body-guard. His master has also present- 
ed him with a sword which entitles him to 
behead any one he pleases, without trial— 
afterwards reporting the fact. A ch: 
teristic story is current among the Chinese 
—that he has lately exercised this 2 power 
over his cook, for some trifling any 
failure. It may or may not be true. 1 
it be so, 1 wonder whether the motive will 
be thought sufficient, by the Board to whom 
he is now bound to report the act; or 
whether the life of a servant will be thought 
more important than that of the foreigners 
who fell victims on the 2ist June. The 
fact seems clear, that the Regency, however 
desirous to maintain peace, is too weak to 
punish adequately, a crime which the Chi- 
nese almost universally applaud. And two 
lessons are taught by their difficulty. The 
Central Government on which we have 
elected to rely, is a broken reed ; and the 
nation with which we have elected to treat 
‘as an equal, is semi-barbarous. We, in 
China, have Seen long enough cognisant of 











the facts; people at Home can now hardly 
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reject the proof. Even Prince Kung, 
fenseang, and perhaps one or two other 
high Mandarins who desire peace, desire it 
from no love of foreign intercourse, and 
make reparation from no abstract wish to 
do justice, but because they fear the conse~ 
quence of defiance. And they halt, on the 
other hand, from fear of the opposition 
which extreme measures would provoke. 
‘Those competent to judge, have seen 
clearly that the Chinese have lately made 
it efforts to reorganise and strengthen 
jeir military resources ; in their in- 
tense ignorance of the moral and physical 
power of Western nations, they now be- 
Heve themselves a match at least for any 
individual power. What may be called 
the conservative party—that is, the most 
ignorant, the most pigheaded, and the 
most hostile mandarins—are anxious to 
try conclusions ; and are quite confident 
that, against the French alone, they would 
succeed. But all Chinese admit that, 
in the event of any advantage being 
gained over the French, an attempt to ex- 
pelall foreigners would follow. ‘They be- 
lieve that they can break each arrow sepa- 
rately, though the compact bundle resists 
their strength. It is for foreigners to con- 
vince them that no such division of inter 
ests will be allowed. ‘The interest of all 
here is identical ; Americans and Germans 
aro as much interested as French and Eng- 
lish, in the adequate settlement of tho 
Tiontsin difficulty ; and it is satisfactory 
to find the signatures of Mr. Low and 
Baron von Rehfues, as well as those of 


Count de Rochechouart and Mr. Wade, at | age 


the foot of the remonstrance which Was 
addressed to the Tsung-li Yamen immedi- 
ately news of the massacre was received at 
Peking. If divided action has been since 
taken, we must regret the error which in- 
duced any one minister to isolate himself 
from his colleagues. ‘The eftect could only be 
to encourage the Chinese in a mistaken be- 
lief that they might be able to deal with 
Foreign nations separately, and, therefore, 
in their refusal fo comply vith the demands 
for reparation pressed upon them. Indi- 
cations are not wanting that we may soon 
have to demonstrate practically how gross 
in this error. It is impossible that inat- 
ters can be allowed to remain where they 
are, The sentence of the Government, 
and the mode of its execution have been 
alike unsatisfactory ; and, as is the case 
with all temporary treatment, the sore will 
break out in ‘with renewed virulence. 
Desperate 3 require desperate reme- 
ies ; and recovery from the present crisis 
seems hopeless, without resort to the most 
violent of all.

NEWOMWANG. 
A Newchwang correspondent writes that 


the gunboat Grasshopper, which left Taku 
on the 23rd October, had not arrived on 
the Sist. H. M. Salamis, which had 
brought over twelve marines as a guard for 
the settlement, had left to search for her. 








It is thought she may have been unable to 
make way against the strong winds which 
have lately prevailed, and that she may 


have put back to Taku, or taken refuge in 
one of the inlets on the eastern coast of 
the Liautung Gulf. ‘The cold weather 
has fairly set in, with strong northerly

The Salacia was blown on the 
bank by a strong northerly gale on the 
30th, but was soon got off. A native 
boat'was upset in the riveron the same 
day ; the warning was accepted by the 
others—and sampans were unobtainable 
for the next twelve hours.

The light-ship will be removed to-day 
vessels coming into port in future 
therefore do wisely to anchor directly they 
reach five fathoms, and wait for a pilot. 
It is difficult to understand why she 
was not allowed to remain at her 
anchorage till the last moment. The 
five German vessels in port purpose 
remaining during the winter ; they prefer 
the expense of docking—which will be 
a ‘on account of the ice—to the risk 
of being caught by French cruisers. A 
troublesome and interesting question, which 
the North-German Vice-Consul at this port 
deserves credit for arranging satisfactorily, 
arose in consequence of their detention. 
‘They came here under charter, to take 
away Deancake ; and two of them vere 
actually loaded, when news of the European 
war arrived and deterred them from going 
to sea, Were they entitled to any pay- 
ment for the part of their contract which 
they had fullilled—for their upward voy- 
age? The North-German law appears to 
provide for the payment of distance freight, 
under these circumstances ; and ithas been 
obtained from the charterers, in the present 
instance. 

‘As tho end of the season is arriving, the 
several steamers are carrying away more 
than the usual number of persons leaving 
this port for the winter ; and from one 
cause and another, Newchwang will soon 
be completely changed. ‘The new British 
Consul, Mr. Adkins, and Mr. McKean, re~ 
place Mr. King and’Mr. Middleton. “The 
nt of Messrs. Jardine Matheson & Co., 
Mr. Hill, Mr. A: Knight, of Messrs. Knight 
& Co., and Mr, Cohen, agent of Messrs. D. 
Sassoon Sons & Co., ate all gone or going 
for good. On the occasion of the departure of 
the latter, all the Chinese merchants of the 
town unanimously presented him with two 
testimonials—inscriptions on cloth and silk 
hangings, accompanied with valuable furs— 
in token of thoir réspect and friendship for 
the house and its representative. ‘This 
may be taken as a sign of the friendly dis- 
position of the merchant class here, to for- 
eigners, and especially to those who move 
amongst them in a sociable way. ‘These 
testimonials are rarely given publicly, as 
this was done to Mr. Colien ; for the reason 
perhaps that few care or are able to deal 
with the Chinese merchants in such a man- 
ner. ‘These expressions of goodwill are 
however very valuable, commercially speak- 
ing, for those to whom they are made, ‘The 
Chinese merchants are a very conservative 
class, and once they have given a hong or 
an individual a good name, it carries a great 
weight with themselves and the traders all 
around, and asa matter of course exten-. 
sion of business follows the goodwill.

‘The following proclamation upon the 
subject of the Tientsin massacre has been 
communicated to the Foreign Legations at 
Peking, with an assurance that it shall be 
published’ in all parts of the Chinese Em- 
pire. 

“With reference to the outbreak at Tient- 
sin: The people of Tientsin, too lightly 

1g ear to idle stories, suspicions came 

ntertained by them which begot ill- 
blood ; 1 then on a sudden [breaking out}, 
they had the audacity to murder a large 
number of foreigners. Chapels were fired 
and destroyed, and the opportunity was 
teized to rob and to plunder. ‘These were 
undoubtedly wicked acts; committed in 
contempt of law. 

1t having been ascertained by Teéng, 
Governor-General of Chih-Li, that the 
tules about the digging out of eyes, and 
the cutting out of hearts were utter! 
false, and rested on no foundation what 
ever, he made senrch for the murderers 
concerned in the outrage, and seized, some 
earlier, some later, about fifty persons 
really implicated. 2 

Of these, Féng, the cripple, and others, 
twenty in ‘all, who had taken life, have 
been sentenced to summary decapitation. 
Wang Wu (nick-named] the Little Awl, 
and others, twenty-five in all, who had 
availed themselves of the confusion occa- 
sioned by the outbreak to take property, 
have been condemned in ditferent degrees 
of severity to banishment, The Prefect 
and Magistrate of Tientsin, who mis- 
managed this affair, have been punished 
with tnusual severity, being exiled to 
Hei-Lung-Chiang,(the banks of the Amoor.)

It will behove the gentry, the military, 
and the people of every province, to take 
warning by this; that'so they may be pre- 
vented following the like course. And 
whereas it is too possible that the doubts

It draws no distinctions, The men from 
afar within its boundaries, yet more is it a 
foremost duty to protect. 

It is the obligation of the authorities 
(Kuan), in observance of the treaties, 
whenever a case presents itself, to examine 
into it and dispose of it with impartiality. 
It is the obligation of the people (min) 10 
pursue their callings in peace, and they 
are bound, if there be matter of contention 
between them and the foreigner, tosubmit 
it to the local autnorities, and to await the 
equitable action of these, taken in concert 
with the foreigner's official, They are 
not free, on this pretext or that, to 
assemble and to do violence. 1f, respect- 
ing not the declared Will of ‘the Emperor, 
they set at nonght the laws, they will as- 
suredly be punished with extreme severity.

‘THE LONDON MERCHANTS TO LORD 
GRANVILLE. 

The following letter has been written by the 
London Merchants to Lord Granville, in ro

My Lord, —As requested by your Lordship 
at the interview which you kindly granted us 
yesterday, I have the honour to stato in writ- +

‘We informed your Lordship of the melan- 
choly particulars which had reached us rela- 
ting to the massacre of foreigners at Tientsin, 
perpetrated by the Chinese on the 2ist June

From the information which has reached us 
from British merchants resident at the port of 
‘Tientsin, with the most ample opportunities 
of verifying the statements they make, we are 
firmly convinced that the attack upon the 


French Consulate, Cathedral, and Mission 
rremises was only part of a preconcerted plan, 
Raving larger objects and originating in 


strong anti-foreign feeling prompted by Man- 
darins high in office and power. The eircum- 
stances of atrocions barbarity which attended 
the murder of the Sisters of Charity, and 
which we communicated to. your Lordship, 
have never been surpassed in the records of 


ns 
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this sort of crime. It is worthy of particular 
notice that the establishment to which they 
belonged, and in connection with which they 
carried on their beneficent labours, has been 
in existence for three hundred years, and it is 
believed that in all that time no charge of any 
Kind has ever been made against the Sisters, 
whose methods of working were perfectly well” 
known. 1¢ is emphatically denied that they 
even committed the indiscretion of giving 
‘money to those who brought cast-away female 
children to their doors ; and the accusation 
made against them on this score is declared to 
be the purest invention, got up in order to 
inflame the popular mind, and it has been 
repeated in order to palliate the dreadful 
crime we all deplore. Two of the 
were Italians, and one of them was a British 
subject. Sister Louise was an Irish lady, and 
I believe, her brother is a respected parish 
ri Ireland. On the trustworthy in- 
formation of Chinese, some of whom had 
Iearned the fact at ‘considerable distances 
from Tientsin, it has been stated that it was 
deliberately intended to make an attack two 
days later upon the British Settlement, situa- 
ted about two miles from the city. ‘And in 
several other ‘Treaty Ports the most inflamma- 
tory placards have been issued, directed 
against foreigners generally. 

a presence of such grave events, and in the 
knowledge that a spirit of hostility to foreign- 
ers is being industnously propagated, the 
greatest apprehension and. alarm is felt by 

sh subjects, and the object of the deputa- 
tion was respectfully to répresent the facta, 
and to enquire whether your Lordship has 
taken, or means to take, any steps for the 
more effectual protection of the lives and pro- 
perty of British subjects in China, prosecuting 
their lawful callings under the Treaty between 
Great Britain aud that Empire. 

We cannot conceal from your Lordship that 
the anxiety of our friends, in which we share, 
has boon largely increased by a regard to the 

policy which in recent years Her Majesty’s 
jovernment has adopted in its dealing with the 
Government of China, a yielding or complacent 
policy, as opposed to'a policy of firmness which 
should exact the due fulfilment of Treaty obli- 
ations and be prepared to demand reparation 
for injustice and injary. ‘The instanceof the 
able sottlement effected two years ago in the 
island of Formosa, by the prompt action of the 












































Inte Mr. Consul Gibson, cannot be forgotten by 
us. ‘That officer was severely blamed and de- 
aded, i thanked and rewarded 





for his services. Desirous as we are, and have 
ever been that all grounds and causes for a 
rupture with China may be avoided, as bein 
most detrimental to every interest concern 
wre would earnestly pros upon your Lordship's 
attention the desirableness of a firm policy, 
rather than one of yielding and concession, of 
which the Chinese invariably take an ‘un- 
worthy advantage, and which, as they uni- 
formly attribute it to weakness on our part, 
is calculated in our opinion to lead to aggres- 
sions which fer Majesty's Government would 
be unable to overlook. And it is with no 
small concern we have heard, on what ap- 
pears to be undoubted authority, and which 
1s confirmed in a remarkable ‘letter from 
The Times correspondent at Shanghai, pub- 
lished in to-day’s issue of that journal, 
that the naval officers on the China sta- 
tions are forbidden by instructions from 
the Admiralty to land their men under 
any circumstances even to protect life when it 
is and are to confine the assistance 
they may afford to British subjects to simply 
receiving on board their vessels such as may 
be compelled to seek an asylum when they are 
attacked. We most earnestly entreat that 
‘Her Majesty's Government will reconsider 
‘this determination, and will not lose _a day in 
authorising the naval and military officers, in 
the exereise of their discretion, or undor the 
orders of Her Majesty’s representative, to 
afford the most ample protection to British 
subjects, and to use all measures that may be 
required to prevent the commission of outrages 
which may, at any time, be threatened. 

‘The deputation abstained from expressin, 
to your Lordship any views of theirs in regard 
to the reparation which should be sought from 
the Chinese Government for the recent terri- 
ble outrage. But it is with satisfaction we 
earned from. your Lordship that Her Majesty’s 
Government has instructed their representa- 
tive at Peking to support the representations 
Which may be made by the French Minister 
in reference to the massacre.

MEETING IN LONDON REGARDING THE 
TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 


A meeting convened for the purpose of con- 
sidering the circumstances connected with the 
massacre of foreign residents at Tientsin in 
June last, and the desirability of urging upon 
the British Government the necessity of pro 
viding more adequate protection than at 
sent for British subjects in China, was held a 
the London Tavern on the 14th Sept. On the 
motion of Mr. Hugh Matheson, M.P., Mr. 
Kirkman Hodgson, M.P., was voted to the 
chair. There were also present on the platform 
Messrs. R. J. Gilman, W. R. Adamson, Alex. 
Matheson, MLP., W. Walkinshaw, Arthur 
Smith, T.’Jones Gibb, and Charles ‘Magniac, 
‘MP. Forming the general body present, there 
were over ninety other gentlemen at the meet-

‘fhe Chairman, in opening the proccedin 
said :—There is no one present who is not fully 
aware of the circumstances under which we 
are called together to-day. The massacres 
perpetrated at Tientsin were of such a nature 
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that, if we had not been so entirely occupied as | 


we ave lately been at home by greater massa- 
cres of another desrpon ich have been 
going on in jor the last six weeks, they 
Gould not have fhiled. to excite, the greatest 

ible interest and commiseration. Even as 
it is, we have all felt how importantitis, in the 
interests of humanity as well as of our trade 
with China, that measures should be taken to 
ascertain who are the real crimincls in this 
‘matter, and still more that steps should be 
taken to protect caruelves, our friends, and 
our Property from Yepetition of such 
outrages. ‘e have not as yet had the rr 





‘tunity of communicating with Her Majesty's 





Government, but we have received from them 
very friendly intimations that they will look 
‘most attentively at what we have to say, and 
Thave great hope that in what we have to 
ask of them they will receive us in such a way 
as will be satisfactory to us. I wish it to be 
understood that this is by no means to be re- 
led as a grievance meeting, or as a meet- 
ing got up for the purpose of Putting pressure 
upon the Government. Its object is ly 
to lay before the Government what has tale 2 
lace at Tientsin—to tell them what are our 
pes ofthe support, we shall receive from 
‘them. Having done this we shall leave it with 
confidence to Her Majesty's Government to 
take such measuresasthey may deem necessary, 
I will now, with your permission, read some 
extracts from statements I have received as to 
what has taken place in Tientsin. The horrors 
connected with the murder of the Sisters are 
such that I should not liketo pollute your eara 
by reading the details here set forth—they are 
of a character not to be mentioned before 
civilized men. ‘The writer adds, ‘Sister Louise 
was the only British Subject,” &c. The Chair- 
man having also read a confirmatory extract 
from a letter written by a gentleman whom he 
described as of the highest credence, concluded 
as follows:—I think these letters, which, cons 
dering the circumstances they detai 
ten with the greatest calmness and with much 
Jess feeling than we could have expected, sce- 
ing that they come from persons whio have been 
almost eye-witnesses of the friglitful occur- 
rences they describe, will show the necessity 
that exists for some steps to be taken to pro- 
vide adequate protection for our countrymen 
in China. It is with this view that the pre- 
sent meeting has been called. W'e propose to 
have an interview with Her Majesty's Minis- 
ters as soon as they cau give us one, I cannot 
say exactly when that will be, because at the 
present ‘moment they are immensely occupied, 
yut they have told us they will sce us at the 
first opportunity, and I have only to add that 
when we do see them and have got their an- 
swer we will call you together again and state 
to you what measures may be proposed to be 
taken for the future protection of British sub- 
jects in China, 

Mr. R. J, Gilman, in moving the first resolu- 
tion, said—You have been spared the most har- 
rowingdetails of theawfulatrocity thathasbeen 
the means of calling us together. ‘They have 
already in part beon published in the jour- 
nals, and I assure you they are worse than 
the most horrible acts the imagination can 
conceive. Perhaps it was judicious that such 
details should not be read ‘in a public meet 
ing, but if you will tax your imagination to 
conceive anything among the wildest set, of 
savages, you will, even then, fail to realise 
what was done to those unfortunate French 
ladies who devoted themselves solely to works 
of merey and Christian charity. Fortunately, 
it iv not necessary for us to go into details of 
those atrocities, it is not necessary for us tosay 
to what exteut or in what way the righteous 
retribution that will always overtake the 
doers of such deeds is to bo brought about. 
Suffice it to say that we all know it must 
come, and, although the nation that has been 
most grievously outraged is now down-trod- 
den, and possibly, not in a position adequately 
to defend her interests abroad, yet still the 
time will come when this matter ‘will be taken 
into their hands, and will be properly dealt 
with. We, however, have nothing to do with 
the general aspect of this question but we 
have to do with the important interests that 
are committed to our care, our own valuable 
property, and the still more valuable lives of 
our friends and relatives in China, In urging 
their protection, we are bound to. speak, an 
to speakly plainly and boldly. . We desire to 
‘use no strong language, but it is cortainly 
necessary that we should tell the Goverament 
that the property, and still more the lives 
of foreigners in ‘China are most insecure, 
and that thisis a condition of things that 
must not be permitted to continue. Whether 
the Chinese Government instigated or simply 
connived at the act or not this we do know, 
that it was undertaken without their armed 
forces, which were then and there present, 

irring hand to prevent st We know that 
‘the Chinese soldiers, well armed, stood by 
and saw these deeds committed, and whether 
this be owing to the weakness of the Govern- 
ent or to their wickedness, we have still the 
‘same right to complain of such a condition of 
things. Moreover, it is quite certain, that 
on this lamentable occasion there was nothing 
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in the shape of 
tish or to any other of the foreign subjects re 
sident in Tientsin. It is also certain that if 
a British gunboat had been present on the 
sceation these atrocities never Fould have been 
perpetrated, and it is likewise certain that

Chinese will hear of what is going on in 


Europe, and they will think that wherever | 


there is a Frenchman he is fair game, nor 
will they necessarily separate one foreigner 
from another. Consequently this is not a ease 
in which the French nation aloneis concerned ; 
itis a matter which concerns every nation, 
which relates to humanity and Christianity at 
large. Perhaps I may have said more than I 
ought, but it is difficult to think of this sub- 
ject, and I should be ashamed of myself if I 
could think of it and speak of it with calm- 
ness, Iwill not, however, detain you fur- 
ther. It ig not in our’ province to say 
what should or should not be done in 
respect of the retribution to be exacted for the 
atrocities perpetrated ; but it is our duty to 
claim protection for our countrymen and our in- 
terests in China, and with this view, and in the 
fullest confidence that our representations will 
be listened to with the attention they de- 
serve, we desire to address Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment, Ihave now to move the following 
Resolution— 

That the lamentable massacre of foreign- 
ers at Tiontsin on June 21st last has led to 
anxiety and alarm on the part of the British 
communities at tho several open . 
‘That it appears the calamity occurred during 
the absence from Tiontsin of any vessel of war. 
‘That this meeting deems it desirable to repre- 
sent the facts to Her Majesty's Government, 
and to inquire whether, in view of the serious 
events which have occtrred, they have taken, 
or intend to take, any and what further pre: 
cautions for the protection of British life and 
property in China.” 
































ir. Magniac, M. P., in seconding the reso- 
lution, said: T believe’ it is generally under- 
stood that it is not desirable on the present oc- 
casion to go much into detail. It is felt that, 
Although the, time of the Government is 80 
fully occupied af the present moment there 
can bo no doubt that in a matter of such great 
and urgent jiiterest as that we are met to con- 
fider, nothing more will be required than a 
representation of the facts, by those who are 
terested in the matter, to ensure the 
earnest attention of Her Majesty's Govern- 
mont, We havo heard the harrowing account 
fhat hag been read to us of the atrocities per 
petrated at Tientsin. Ihave myself endea- 
‘Youred on two occasions to bring the facts to 
the notice of the Government, at a time when 
the Government were apparently in ignorance 
of such an outrage having occurred. In fact, 
Len sy dak a fd ecm etrd F 
legraph from ‘were disbelieved by 
the Government nd I think that this alone 
would be a sufficient reason for our bring- 
ing the matter to the notice of the Goveru- 
ment in an official way. I think it will 
be found sufficient if we make a formal 
representation of the facts which have occur- 
red, We can place before Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment the statement of the facts which 
Mr. Hodgson has read, and this will put them 
‘in possession of ciicumstances such as can 
luave been conceived, and which, had 

they been fully detailed, could not have failed 
to excite the deepest sympathy and sorrow in 
the breasts of all now present. I believe there 
aro many persons around me who will feel 
much sorrow for China itself, for numbers of 
them have friends among the natives in that 
country, and are able to draw a strong line of 
demarcation between the governors and the 
governed, and still have hopes of that country. 
By making a brief but plain representation of 
the facts to the English Government we shall 
throwing upon tem the responsibility that 
ought to attach to them as regards the protec- 
tion of the lives of those who are near and 
dear to us—our friends and relations in China. 
In doing this I think we shall effect the im- 
‘mediate purpose we have in view. It is cer- 
tainly ‘necessary that something should be 
done. A paper has been put into my hands 
containing the instructions said to have been 
issued to our naval officers in China. It is 
stated that they are told on no account to pnt 
their men on shore ; they are only to afford 
Protection to those who come to them for 
which means that they are to re- 
































ceive on board those who are fleeing from 
murder, but that they may not land to pro- 
tect them from it. I do not know whether 
this is true or not ; but, if it be so, I think 
that these instructions fail to meet the pre- 
sent state of things in China. I believe that 
these instructions were sent out during the 
time the late laraented Lord Clarendon’ was 
at the Foreign-office. I see here gentlemen 
who had the honour and pleasure of represent- 
ing certain circumstances to Lord Clarendon 
not many months ago, and they will concur 
with me when I allude to the deep apprecia- 
tion and the patient consideration given by 
that nobleman to the statements put before 
him. And not only was this the case, but I 
believe he fully met the views we then felt it 
right to express to him. Ido not believe it 
‘wll be found that the noble lord Earl Gran- 
le—who at present presides over the 
Foreign-office will be found les» willing to con- 
sider the enormous interests connected with 
this country which are at stake in China. 1 
believe he will be found to give those interests 
every consideration, and that if we make a 
calm and proper representation to him, he will 
regard our views as well worthy of his most 
careful attention, Most of us here have had 
experience of China, and aro deeply interested 
in that country, having no other desire than 
that justice should be fairly done between us 
and the Chinese; for, whatever may have 
been said to the contrary, I am eure I am 
ight in airming that if' there is anything 
which is more against our wishes, and likely 
to be more detrimental to our interests in 
China than another, it is war. Ibelieve that 
very mistaken ideas of the views and wishes 
of the merchants in China have arisen, I do 
not know how nor under what circumstances, 
but they are in many instances diametrically 
opposed to the facts. Our interests must be 
destroyed by war, and I say that what we 
have to do is to make such representations to 
the Government as will avoid that grave res- 
ponsiblity; but, if occurrences such as, we 
jow have recently occurred should continue, 
if indeed such another outrage should be al 
lowed to take place, I believe that no means 
‘will be found for putting a stop to these ot 
breaks short of recourse to our army. It 
stated in the papers to day that certain bi 
tories are. held in readiness for transport ‘to 
China, If this be true it shows an apprecia- 
tion of the difficulties and ws that exist 
in that country, and I believe we shall be doing 
‘good service in placing the Government in 
session of the facts which are know to us. 
Frill not detain you further, except to say 
that in consequence of a communication just 
received from the Foreign-office, it is proposed 
this very afternoon to make a representation 
of the facts to the Foreign Minister by apoint- 
ing three or four gentlemen to act as adeputa- 
tion. We shall ‘hus be aware of the views of 
the Government. Of course we cannot ex: 
t that they will be given in detail, but I 
jope the deputation will receive some’ satis- 
factory assurance to the effect that the lives 
‘and property of our countrymen in China will 
bbe duly cared for by the Government. 
‘The resolution was unanimously agreod to. 
Mr. Jones Gibb then moved— That the 
following gentlemen be appointed a deputation 
to wait upon the Foreign Secretary—Mr. Hodg- 
son, » Mr. Magniac, M.P:, Mr. White, 
MB., Mr. Gilman, and Mir. Jones Gibi.” 
‘Mr. Arthur Smith seconded the motion. 
Mr. Donald Matheson said there was one 
point that had not beon fi 


fully brought out, and 
as he thought it added to the gravity of the 
oceasion he would refer to it. 
































‘There was a 
letter in the London and China Express, writ- 
ten by a resident,” in Amoy, signed “A Ten 
Years’ Resident, in which this sentence oc- 
curred :—*There is most evidently some 
movement against foreiguersin contemplation.” 
If this were so the matter went beyond Tient- 
sin it extended to the whole of China, and 
if there were such a feeling in the south of 
China as well as in the north it became ineum- 
Dent on the Government to take steps not only 
for protecting British subjects in Tieutsin, but 
for affording some protection in all the Chinese 


‘The Chairman said the remark just made 
was exceedingly pertinent to the matter they 
had in hand, and he had no doubt that the 
deputation would take care to get from the 
Government, as far as they could, an assu- 
rane that not only Tientsin, but the whole of 
the ports, should be looked after. ‘There could 
benodoubt that the interests of every English- 


man in China, both as regarded life and 
perty, should have the best care and the 
assurance of protection that could be obtained 
from the Government, 

In reply to a question, 

‘The Chairman said the meeting might rest 
assured that the deputation would not lose a 
moment in letting the public, and especially 
all who were connected with China either by 
ties of family or friendship, or by those of 
commercial interest, know the answer they 
‘might receive from the Government. On the 
motion of Mr. Hugh Matheson, a vote of 
thanks was given to the chairman for presid- 
ing, and the proceedings terminated, 








DEFUTATION TO LORD GRANVILLE. 

In accordance with the resolution of the 
‘meeting, the deputation had an interview with 
Lord Granville, at the Foreign office. 

‘The deputation reported to his lordship the 
proceedings at the public meeting held that 
afternoon at the London Tavern, and read a 
letter from a merchant at Tientsin, detailing 
the horrible outrages which had been perpe- 
trated in that city at the time of the massa- 
cre, and which entered into a minnte des- 
cription of the horrible way in which the nine 
Sisters of Mercy were treated by the Chinese 
rabble, one of the Sisters being English, two 
Italians, and six French. They then, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the resolution 
adopted by the meeting, respectfully inquired, 
what precaution had ‘been taken, or were 
intended to be taken, by Her Majesty's Go- 
‘Yernment to protect the lives and properties 
of British subjects in China, 

Lord Granville, baving expressed his horror 
at the scenes which had’ attended the massa- 
cre, said that he had sent out instructions to 
China to support the representations which 
had been made upon the subject by the French 
Government to the Chinese authorities. In 
rogard to what had been urged by the deputa- 
tion, he must request them to embody their 
views in aletter, which he would take into 
his immediate ' consideration.—London and 
China Express, 
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November Ist. 

Minutes of an Inquest held by the Shanghai 
Heen-choo, and A. Davenport, Esy., H. M, 
Acting Vice-Consul, Assessor, on the body of 
& Chinese named Hoo-a-kow, who died on 
‘Thursday the 26th of Oct. last.

I took out 16shet, which were carried 
off by the foreigners in the hong. Hoo-a-kow: 

I stopped 
the bleeding by outward applications, but the 
shot which had penetrated deeply I was 
unable to reach. I measured the depth of 
them with a silver probe, I have not bronght 
the probe with me. ‘The shot I extracted 
were froin 2/10ths to 3/10ths of an inchindepth.
